MOSCOW, Sept. 8.— The first air 
attack of Soviet long-range bomb- 
ers on Hungary’s capital, Budapest, 
were extremely effective, according 
to reports here by some of the fliers 
who took part in the raid. Big fires 
were started among military targets 
and factories bombed by the Soviet 
fliers. 

Guard Captain Kilesnichenko, the 
navigator of one of the planes, re- 
lated: “When we approached the 
city we noticed the searchlights be- 
ing brought into action, followed by 
the anti-aircraft guns. But svon 
everything was quiet. The electric 
lights in the center of the city were 
switched off, but the suburbs re- 
mained illuminated. Thus Budapest 
was encircled with a ring of light. 

“We bombed military targets in 
the central and southeastern parts 
of the city. Several other planes 
dropped their bombs simultaneously 
with mine. We noticed large fires 
in the southern and northern parts

NAZI INTIMIDATION 


A devout Catholic woman with a 
newly born child is told that her 
child will be denied baptism if she 
doesn’t sign the affidavit “repudiat- 
ing” her signature. The affidavit is 
shoved under the noses of the work- 
ers who signed the petition in a 
rude, contemptuous manner by the 
Legion representatives, and they're 
told to sign without reading it since 
“you'll sign anything without know- 
ing what it is.” 

People are told to say that the 
canvassers had informed them that 
it was a Labor Party petition they 
were signing, not a Communist peti- 
tion. They are told to say that it 
was a petition against drafting 18 
‘and 19-year-old boys, that it called 
for higher pay for soldiers, etc. 

But the legionnaires by no- means 
have things their own way. In one 
family of four who had signed in 
a certain county, the grandma re- 
fused to sign a Legion repudiation, 
and rallied the others to stand up 
for their rights. Many were like 
the housewife who told the legion- 
naires indignantly, “Of course I 
knew what I signed, and no one is 
going to tell me 1 didn’t know.“ 
Or like the man who said: This 
is an insult. How can anyone avoid 
seeing the two-inch heading that 
says ‘Communist Party.’ Everyone 
in this town knew what he was 
signing.” ) 

In another county, the housewife 
who opened the door to the legion- 
naire told him she’d throw him out 
bodily after he told her his mission. 
Her husband, also a signer, threat- 
ened to go after his shotgun if he 
didn’t beat it. This happened to 
be the first home visited in that 
county, and reports do not show 
that there were any others. 

While the terror is most severe 
in Saratoga and Columbia counties, 
there are indications that it has 
started elsewhere. Observers be- 
lieve that it may break out in a 
number of other places as well.

3. Remove exemptions from 
tax-exempt bonds. (This prudent

The President’s suggestions were 
made with a view to laying taxes 
on those most able to pay, thus 
lessening the burden on low-income

The Senate Finance Committee’s 
reply—-delivered five months later, 
totally ignores the President’s plan 
and does the exact opposite: it soaks 
the poor and junks stabilization.

The stupidity and blindness en- 
gendered by colonialism was re- 
vealed in the call to arms issued by 
a number of South African leaders, 
One well-known general, a national 
hero, orated against the “mighty 
yellow nation” that has “taken the 
hand of a Western nation which 
has thus far prided itself that it 
held the purity of race and the 
color. bar as holy principles.” 

The basis upon which this “pa- 
triot” called for national unity was: 


“South Africa must remain a white 
man's country — our descendants 


must not become a bastard race.”

Those who fail to reflect upon the impor- 
tance of the people, of labor in shaping th> 
policies of government, may have felt tha’ 
the fact that we have no enemies in the 
Western Hemisphere is due only to the Good 
Neighbor Policy, or to the actions of our 
State Department. That is not the case. 
The Good Neighbor Policy helps, as far as 
it goes, but our State Department certainly 
provides no very inspiring example of firm 
anti-fascist policy in its everlasting flirta- 
tion with the fascists Mannerheim, Laval 
and Franco. 

It is not diplomats who can smile on Man- 
nerheim, ally of Hitler, or on Laval, who 
announces his hope that Hitler wins, or on 
Franco, not only a friend, but an actual 
signatory member of the Axis—it is not 
such diplomats who hold the Americas in 
line, it is first and foremost the people of 
the Americas, led by their labor movements. 

We in the United States should strive to 
bring the labor movements of the Latin 
Americas into closer cooperation and alliance 
with us, and with labor in the United’ Na- 
tions. ’ 

Such unity will strengthen them and their 
fight against fascism. Such strength as they 
gain will be strength also for us, for we are 
in the same fight. 

Our brothers of Latin Amurten have 
helped us and are helping us in our war 
against the fascists far more than we have 
realized. It is time to give practical recogni- 
tion to that fact, and to build through .co- 
operation even greater unity of the Americas 
against our common enemies. 

Vietory in the people’s war against fas- 
cism demands unity of the people of all 
nations.
